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More Opportunities for Fillies 

HENEVER a condition arises in racing 

which scems io need correction for the 
general good of the sport, the situation is fre- 
quently complicated by a thorough disagreement 
as to ends and means. But with regard to one 
problem, at least, there seems to THE BLOOD- 
HORSE to be such a preponderance of reason on 
one side that the question is hardly debatable. 

We refer to a subject raised at the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association meeting last 
August at Saratoga, namely, the urgent need for 
more racing opportunities for fillies. 

To racing associations considering their poli- 
cies for next year we make the respectful sug- 
gestion that they consider this matter thoroughly. 
The situation is that, while great prizes have 
been hung up for races open to males and fe- 
males and there is also a great preponderance 
of overnight races in which fillies and mares 
may compete against males, there has been a 
pronounced tendency to reduce, in numbers and 
value, the races for fillies and mares exclusively. 
There are no statistics to prove such a state- 
ment, but the effect of the situation is so ap- 
parent that the statistics are hardly necessary. 
At Saratoga this year yearling colts averaged 
44 per cent better than in 1934, while fillies 
gained only about 2 per cent. Actually the 
bloodstock market is very strong for everything 
but young fillies. Buyers are not anxious to pur- 
chase a filly of pre-racing age and wait for a re- 
turn on the investment until she has begun to 
produce foals. Without fully realizing what was 
happening, American race tracks have virtually 
destroyed the breeder's chance of profit on a filly 
foal. (At the Thoroughbred Club luncheon at 
Lexington last Saturday a prominent breeder 
was asked about his crop for the 1936 Saratoga 
sales. “I'm not going,” he said. “I have noth- 
ing but fillies.’’) 

There are two main arguments against any 
extension .of opportunities to the weaker sex, 
first, that filly races are unsatisfactory because 
they do not fill well; second, that they contri- 
bute nothing toward the improvement of the 
breed, because good race mares are so frequent- 
ly failures as producers, the results of their rac- 


ing giving no adequate clue to their worth in 
the breeding paddock. The second of these views 
is a misapprehension, based upon the failures of 
such mares as Regret, Beldame, and Artful, 
which had the skeletal and muscular structure 
of colts. An article published in this issue under 
the title ‘“‘Performers and Producers’ provides 
a solid refutation for the belief that demonstrated 
racing class is no advantage to a mare as a pro- 
ducer. In the matter of selecting breeding ma- 
terial from a genetic point of view, it is just 
as important to know the racing qualities of a 
mare as of a Stallion. 

As for the first point, that filly races do not 
fill well when they are offered, the corollary to 
that statement is the fact that fillies are not 
trained because there are not enough races for 
them. In breaking up that vicious circle, the 
initiative must be taken by the racing associa- 
tions. If the tracks will offer an increased num- 
her of worth-while stakes for fillies, especially 
3-year-olds, for it is in that division that cur- 
tailment has been most obvious, and if they will 
back up the stakes with an increased number 
of overnight events from which males are ex- 
cluded, then horsemen may reasonably be ex- 
pected to keep fillies in training and to have them 
ready for definite fixtures. We believe that, 
once the tracks take the initiative, they will find 
horsemen responsive. 

To say that fillies have sufficient opportunity 
in the races open to both sexes is not quibbling. 
It is plain prevarication. The scale of weights 
gives fillies and mares an advantage of three to 
five pounds in competition with males. That 
scale, as it purports to equalize opportunity, is 


piainly insufficient. Once in a decade, perhaps, 


comes a filly which, with no more advantage 
than the sex allowance, can successfully com- 
pete with the best colts, and even then it is 
more than likely to be a big-framed, heavy- 
muscled type whose appearance belies her sex. 
And if a filly shows racing worth, she can hardly 
assert it without going out of her class and over- 
taxing her energies in a fruitless effort against 
the more favored half of horsedom. It is ques- 
tionable whether such competition is not an ac- 
tual detriment to a mare as a producer. Many 
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of our most intelligent and most experienced 
breeders have thought so. The remedy is not 
in making an insincere effort to equalize oppor- 
tunity between the sexes by a weight differen- 
tial, but in recognizing that fillies—-and again 
we say, especially 3-year-olds—-are in a class to 
themselves, deserving of opportunities in their 
own class. 

There is another phase to the matter. With 
racing distributed so widely over the map and 
through so many months of the year, there is 
a necessity for more performers than ever be- 
fore. Yet a large division of our potential rac- 
ing material has been disfranchised, so to speak. 
We believe that a sizeable gain in the number 
of horses available would be brought about by 
the offering of more stakes and purses for fillies. 
As it is now, many a breeder, realizing the 
necessity of keeping up the quality of his mares, 
leaves promising fillies at home instead of hav- 
ing them trained. He knows their earnings will 
be small because their opportunities will be mis- 
erable. He knows that he will have few chances 
to run them outside of claiming races, and he 
does not wish to lose possession of them. 

It would not be necessary to offer filly prizes 
of the monetary caliber of the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, or Belmont Stakes. The best pro- 
cedure probably would be to distribute through 
the year a number of stakes with $3,000 to $10,- 
000 added, with a sufficient number of over- 
night races to provide horsemen opportunity to 
develop their talent. Certainly there would be 
no occasion to offer the richest prizes of the year 
in the springtime, as in the case of the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. Rather, the emphasis on 
filly racing should be heaviest in the fall, when, 
according to Nature’s demonstrated pattern, 
fillies and mares are at their best. 


HARTLAND STUD

NE of the first stud farms the writer ever 

visited in America was the Hartland Stud 
at Versailles, Ky., then owned and operated by 
former Senator Johnson N. Camden and at that 
time in the heyday of its existence. It was to 
see *Light Brigade that I first went to the 
Camden farm, for I had admired the grand old 
brown horse when he carried the black and 
white of Lord Derby in England. It was my 
privilege in a later day to have the old sire 
from the time of the Hartland dispersal to his 
death, which, unfortunately occurred too far 
from his own home to enable his remains to be 
interred alongside his old studmates and his 
greatest daughter Rose of Sharon in the quiet 
horse cemetery at Hartland where rest also re- 
mains of the stallions Ben Brush, *Esher, and 
Peter Quince, as well as those of Rosa Mundi, 
dam of Rose of Sharon. 

Steady rains which had made traveling around 
the Kentucky farms a nightmare for several 
days prevented me seeing as much of the old 
farm as I should have liked, but I dodged rain-

drops enough to see the highlights. On arrival 
I drove to the 40-stail training barn where I 
found Charlie Gentry, capable stud manager and 
trainer, now operating the farms for its new 
owner, Silas B. Mason. The stables were full 
of horses of the Masons, John Marsch, of Chicago 
(who with Roscoe Goose was inspecting his 
horses when we saw them), C. W. Damon, and 
others. Charlie told me that he had broken 
about 50 yearlings this summer on the mile 
track he has in one of the large fields near the 
training stable. 


A short distance from here we saw the two 
stallions, Sweepster and Tryster, the former 
the property of H. C. Hatch, of Toronto, and the 
latter owned by Mr. Mason. Both were in ex- 
cellent bloom and are running in the stallion 
paddocks, in each of which is a brick, singie- 
stall stable with low overhanging roof to give 
the horses shelter from all sides. There are 
four of these, as well as two more stallion stalls 
in a brick building by the graveyard. 

The Versailles Pike bisects the farm and we 
crossed over to the other side of the place to 
see some of the mares which are boarding there 
for various owners. The five barns for the 
mares are big commodious constructions, and 
there is room for 150 mares in them. In all, 
the farm has accommodation for 205 horses, 
Gentry stated. There is no need for crowding 
in the paddocks, either, as on the 1,759-acre 
tract of Hartland there are a dozen fields vary- 
ing from 100 to 300 acres.

Price Fixing 


UST to introduce another angle into an al- 

ready too complicated situation, if the entries 
in a $1,500 claiming race were put up at auction, 
what part of $1,500 would you expect them to 
bring? A small paddock sale at Bowie last week 
offers some interesting possibilities for answer- 
ing the question. One filly, which had recently 
finished second in a $1,250 claiming race, sold 
for $700. Another, which was third in a race 
of the same class, brought $410. A third, which 
in August had won, running to be claimed for 
$800, and later ran for $1,800, sold for $275. One 
which raced in a recent $1,500 claiming race 
sold for $130, and another, which was recently 
third in a $500 claiming race, sold for $60. To 
summarize the matter, seven horses which re- 
cently had run for claiming prices totaling 
$7,950 sold for $2,100, or less than a third of 
what the claiming races indicated to be their 
value. Most of them had won races this year, 
four had won or placed within the past two 
months, and were presumably, therefore, about 
where they belonged. 


These are hardly enough figures to permit 
any provable generalizations, but they seem to 
indicate two things, both bad. One is that the 
claiming race, as a means of grouping horses 
according to their values, is about as accurate 
as having the names drawn out of a hat. The 
other is that haltermen are claiming, not horses, 
exactly, but the training and conditioning that 
have been put on horses. I hardly suppose 
that either of these inferences will surprise 
anyone familiar with the claiming situation, but 
too much attention can hardly be drawn to 
claiming evils. Racing’s rulers, eventually, are 
going to have to eliminate, or at least minimize, 
the claiming events. Just now, apparently, they 
prefer to “piddle’’ with the situation, as long as 
cards fill, and bettors stand in line before the 
pari-mutuel windows. But it is just this point 
of view which will finally cause the necessity. 
Already there is a large class, and this includes 
heavy players, which refuses to bet on cheap 
claiming races, except when they know consid- 
erably more than is printed on the program. 
This class is growing, I think, and when the 
totalizators begin to show small pools on catch- 
as-catch-can handicapping, there will be very 
sudden indignation against the ‘abuses’ of claim- 
ing. And the tangle which should be resolved 
now, while everyone is more or less well off, 
will be resolved under stress.

Golden Rule 


CLASSIC example of an engineer being 

shelled by his own battery came at Tan- 
foran November 5. Russell Sperry, one of the 
leading jockeys at the San Francisco track, 
jammed the field in the second race, and was 
given a five-day suspension for the foul. Sperry, 
like most riders, was little bothered by such a 
trivial penalty. Permitted to fill his day’s en- 
gagements, Sperry rode the winners of the next 
four races. In the last race of the day Jockey 
Harry Albrecht jammed the field at the turn, 
just at the point where Sperry’s foul had oc- 
curred. Sperry, this time the victim instead of 
the agressor, went down under the field, was 
kicked in the head and left unconscious on the

track. Rushed to a hospital it was discovered 
he had suffered a severe concussion, but was ap- 
parently not in grave danger. A few weeks later 
he was riding again. Presiding Steward George 
W. Schilling apparently had learned a lesson al- 
most as fully as Sperry. He grounded Albrecht 
for an indefinite time, said for publication: 


They must learn to follow the golden rule of the 
riding colony—if you are on the outside, give the 
fellow on the inside ample room, for you may be on 
the inside yourself in the next race. 


The exact status of golden rules in the riding 
colony is not known to me, but I suspect most of 
that fraternity would have trouble reciting it 
as fluently as Judge Schilling. However, rules 
from the stewards’ stand should be iron ones 
rather than golden, and the penalty for jamming 
a field, with every potentiality of injury or 
death to riders and horses, ought to be consider- 
ably more than five days. An iron rule on 
crowding would help the riding colony observe 
that golden one. 


Dog Distance 


EPORT that New York tracks are planning 

to reduce the distance of some of the stakes, 
particularly at Belmont Park and Saratoga, is a 
little like hearing that Mississippi had elected 
a Catholic negro to the governorship on the Re- 
publican platform. Thanks to the fact that 
pari-mutuels are not used in that state, there 
has been no insistence on capacity fields, and 
New York race-goers have been frequently re- 
galed with four- and five-horse fields, going a 
distance somewhere beyond the powers of a 
quarter-horse. I think that no one has ever de- 
nied that the public prefers races at longer dis- 
tances. On the other hand, I see no evidence 
that any racing association has ever paid any 
attention to what the public wanted, except in 
the matter of more mutuel machines and larger 
betting rings. The crying argument, at pari- 
mutuel tracks, is of course that long races do 
not attract enough horses to make betting an 
attractive proposition. Well, no one expects a 
racing association to conduct a meeting at a 
loss, and if this can be avoided by programming 
sprints that attract 10 to 12 entries, the asso- 
ciation has every excuse for leaving distance 
races from its condition books. 


This argument is not applicable in New York, 
where the bookmakers are well able to care for 
themselves, given two horses or 22, and where 
the track does not stand to win or lose by the 
number of entries in the field. Furthermore, the 
state has prided itself on keeping up tradition- 
al fixtures, and in offering tests for good horses 
at good distances. So the reason for the pro- 
posed shortening of distances is rather far to 
seek. 


Part of the remedy lies with the horsemen. 
New York racing musters a goodly number of 
owners who are _ fortunate enough to ‘be 
beyond the necessity of winning overnight races 
every so often to meet their feed bills, and if 
these would take, at least partly, the responsi- 
bility of filling longer races, and supporting dis- 
dance events generally, it is certain that the 
racing associations would be more than glad to 
continue them. It’s up to somebody.

prior to the opening of its summer meeting 
still are in the formative stage, but it is definite- 
ly known that 150 feet will be added to the 
length of the grandstand. This will increase the 
seating capacity by 1,000. The Queens County 
Jockey Club stands now seat slightly over 10,000. 
Shoring, new steelwork, and wider stairs also 
are expected to be included in the improvement 
program. Architects are busy with the ring, 
and fans would be pleased to learn that the plat- 
forms are to be installed. It is further known 


that Aqueduct and Jamaica are planning the 
revival of more of their abandoned stakes of- 
ferings in 1936. Five years ago there were 


a dozen stakes on the autumn roster. Sprinters 
will be given more and better opportunities at 
all New York courses in the coming year.

All-Time All-American 
OMETIME back this department ran several 
handicaps on a field of champions at a mile 


and a quarter, wherein the ratings of Jack 
Campbell, Frank Bryan, Clem McCarthy, Neil 
Newman, and Earl Sande were given. The 


other day. we cornered the old silver fox, Jack 
Fitz Gernld, and while that able and veteran ob- 
server wouldn’t essay actual weights, he gave 
his ratings as follows: Man o’ War 1, Grey Lag 
2, Exterminator 3, Eauinoise 4, Purchase 5, Cru- 
sader 6, Sir Barton 7, Reith Count 8, Old Rose- 
bud 9, Cavalcade 10, Twenty Grand 11 (Some- 
body throw some water on Clem and Neil, 
quick!), Phar Lap 12, Roamer 13. and Free 
Lance 14. This is the first time Fitz has ever 
gone on record comparing great horses of the 
past. He thinks Reigh Count’s rivals were weak. 
That nohody knows just how good Grey Lag— 
his particular pet--was, because of his feet. 
Grey Lag and Exterminator met in the Brook- 
lyn of 1922 in what he considers one of the 
greatest races in Turf history, and the latter, 
under 133. beat Grey Lag inches under 126. As 
to riders, he opines that Shilling was the great- 
est of them all.

“Twenty” 
GRAND will race no more, sccord- 
ing to the writer’s advices. He has not been 
sound since his 3-year-old campaign in 1931, 
has started twice and failed twice in England 
this year. Old Rosebud hopes strongly that the 
son of *St. Germans and Bonus will be returned 
to Red Bank, instead of directly to the farm, and 
an effort made to get him to the post for just 
one more race during the spring meeting at 
Belmont Park. The track there should be kindly 
to him and his presence in the lists would assure 
that course another big day. If he cannot train, 
then the association could add color and interest 
to the Belmont Stakes renewal were he to lead 
the post parade, as Billy Barton has in the hunts. 
Local tracks have overlooked many niceties in 
the past. It was in the Belmont Stakes that 
Twenty Grand scored one of his remarkable 
successes, beating Sun Meadow and Jamestown 
about a sixteenth in 2:29°5 for the mile and a 
half. The Kentucky Derby, Lawrence Realiza- 
tion, Jockey Club Gold Cup, Saratoga Cup,

The Kentucky Derby of 1931 probably was the 
most notable triumph of the horse which Mar- 
shall Lilly styles “better than Sysonby” and 
which William Brennan calls the Greatest Ameri- 
can stayer. Who that saw it will ever forget 
how he went around his field like a hoop around 
a barrel and won in track record time of 2:01%; ? 

The effort emboldened ‘Bunk’? Macbeth to 
write, “No 3-year-old that stood on plates could 
have beaten the Twenty Grand of today,”’ and 
James Snodgrass to declare, “It was the best 
race ever witnessed in America.”’ That he is in- 
fertile is almost a national calamity. But Mrs. 
Payne Whitney has some sisters to him, in addi- 
tion to his sire. Two of the best 2-year-olds of 
the year, Tatterdemalion and Memory Book, are 
bred like the Grand. Forget’s family has been 
a highly successful one for the Whitneys. But 
what O. R. would like to know is where the 
Grand, Boojum, Tatterdemalion and other de- 
scendants get those strong hocks and stifles? 

Widener Course 
ELMONT PARK’S chute, so widely con- 
demned, will not be abandoned as the Fu- 

turity course, at least not before 1938. Blanks 
for the next two renewals are out and specify 
a race over that course. There are two sides to 
every argument. In favor of the chute is the 
fact that it is conducive to formal contests. 
Against it that the public cannot see the races 
there. The public should be served, but in this 
instance could be “cutting off the nose to spite 
the face.’’ One shudders to think what would 
happen with 18 or 20 horses breaking into that 
turn. Belmont Park, it will please most horse- 
men to know, is joining in the movement to 
eliminate the forfeit lists to its stakes. Blanks 
for all those recently issued demand cash ac- 
company the subscription, else the nomination 
becomes automatically void. This should have 
been done long ago. John B. Campbell started 
the ball rolling in the right direction at Aque- 
duct and Jamaica in the fall when conditioning 
his races so that fees accompanied the nomina- 
tions. 


Picking Mares 

RTHUR B. HANCOCK can pick broodmares 

for this department. A couple of years 
ago, Mr. and Mrs. R. A. Van Clief, owners of 
Nydrie Stud, Esmont, Va., asked Mr. Hancock 
to select them about a dozen young mares as 
the nucleus of a stud. In the group were *Win- 
some Way, Heloise and Abbatissa. Since then, 
Winsome Way has become the dam of Forever 
Yours, Heloise and the dam of Tintagel, and 
Abbatissa, of Count Arthur. Forever Yours is 
champion money winning 2-year-old filly of the 
year with a total of $34,215, Tintagel, champion 
colt, with $76,270. Mr. Hancock bred them both 
and sold them at the Spa as yearlings. Ameri- 
ca's leading market breeder incidentally is much 
encouraged by the greater demand shown for 
yearlings and breeding stock during the current 
year. He and Morven Stud bought wisely when 
obtaining Pompey for $20,000. Pompey’s issue 
always have commanded excellent prices and he 
may now have even more good mares than at 
Shoshone.

PERFORMERS AS PRODUCERS 


AJHEN the American Thoroughbred Breeders 

Association held its annual meeting at 
Saratoga, last summer, a chief topic of discus- 
sion was the necessity for more stakes races 
for fillies. Not all the discussion was on the 
same side of the question, for there were men 
in the group who knew something of the difficul- 
ties encountered when a track tries to make an 
attractive race out of a filly stakes. One man, 
one of America’s most thorough students of the 
problems of breeding and racing, with years of 
practical experience in many phases of the sport, 
cautioned the other breeders against’ advocating 
filly stakes, and included among his arguments 
the statement that the great stakes-winning 
fillies. have in many cases been failures as pro- 
ducers. 


It was a point well made for purpose of ar- 
gument, for it was in agreement with the ideas 
of many breeders. It was indicative of the 
rather general notion that there is no correla- 
tion between the racing class of a filly and her 
potentiality as a broodmare. The recollection of 
such mares as Artful, Regret, Princess Doreen, 
ete., grand performers and poor producers, soon 
resolves itself into the conviction that, in choos- 
ing a broodmare, one might as well take a 
chance with a maiden from the selling plater 
class as with the winner of the Coaching Club 
American Oaks. The brilliance of such as 
yalopin, St. Simon, Bend Or, Isinglass, Domino, 
Man o’ War, Sarazen, Reigh Count and Sun 
Beau, grand performers from poor dams, clinches 
the conclusion. 

Considering the problem from a logical point 
of view, without searching out the actual facts, 
it has always seemed something of a mystery 
to me how so many persons had been able to 
reach the conclusion that no clue to a mare’s 
breeding qualities could be obtained from her 
racing record. The basis of every pure breed 
of livestock is the supposition that the breed is 
improved by using its best representatives to 
produce offspring. One can hardly accept that 
proposition and at the same time believe that 
the class of the mare will not be transmitted to 
her foal, unless, indeed, he holds the absurd 
theory that the mare is responsible for only a 
small fraction of the foal’s heredity. 


But there is no effectiveness in logic for the 
problems of breeding Thoroughbreds. It takes 
facts to budge an argument out of a ’tis—’tain’t 
deadlock—-and even facts, I suspect, prove in- 
effective in most cases. The most thorough 
handling of this question I have ever seen in 
print was an ariicle by Dr. J. B. Robertson 
(Mankato) and his son, published in the Blood- 
stock Breeders’ Review (then a quarterly) of 
July, 1913. It was entitled: “A first study of 
the correlation between racing performances and 
breeding value in broodmares.’’ The basic ma- 
terial used in that study consisted of (1) the 
first 300 mares in Volume 21 of the General 
Stud Book as a random sample of mares, (2) 
all the daughters of St. Simon which went 
to the stud in England, numbering 146, and 
(3) the dams of the winners of England’s 
classic races for the previous 30 years. In 
each of the three groups a detailed study of 
each mare's racing record was made. The 
table which gave a general summary of the 
results is sufficient to show that good race mares

The table needs no elaboration. If a group of 
mares which represents less than 1 per cent of 
the breed produces 10 per cent of the classic 
winners, it is obvious that the individuals in that 
group are greatly superior, as producers, to the 
average of the breed. I am making the as- 
sumption that Dr. Robertson’s figures lead to 
an inescapable conclusion and am passing on to 
a few figures of my own, viewing the question 
from other angles and using material from 
American racing. 


For the year 1926 there were registered with 
The Jockey Club a total of 3,632 foals, of which 
167 were stakes winners on the recognized tracks 
of North America. Disregarding 14 imported 
horses and 34 others out of imported dams (be- 
sause I have at hand no adequate compilation of 
data on the foreign mares), the remaining 119 
stakes winners may be divided as follows: Six- 
ty-seven (56 per cent) of them had no stakes 
winner either as dam, grandam, or third dam. 
Kighteen (15 per cent) were out of mares which 
had won stakes racesy. Seven others had stakes 
winners for second dams, 10 others had stakes 
winners for third dams. 


With the above figures only, a practical con- 
clusion-jumper would announce on the spot that 
since 85 per cent of a year’s crop of stakes win- 
ners were out of mares which had not won 
stakes, there is certainly no sense in preferring 
a stakes winner as a broodmare. However, it 
must be remembered that there are comparatively 
few stakes-winning mares which produce foals 
In order to determine roughly the percentage of 
stakes winners included among producing mares, 
I took the first 400 mares in the stud book sup- 
plement listing foals of 1926. In the first 100 
mares, there were five stakes winners; in the 
second 100, three stakes winners; third, seven; 
fourth, seven; in the entire 400, 22, or 5.5 per 
cent. (This group of American stakes-winning 
mares would correspond roughly to a combina- 
tion of Dr. Robertson’s Groups 5 and 6 in the 
“random sample” column.) 


We have already seen that 15 per cent of the 
stakes winners foaled in 1926 were out of mares 
which won stakes. Thus a group of mares com- 
prising 5.5 per cent of the whole produced 15 
per cent of the stakes winners. The remaining 
94.5 per cent of the mares which had produced 
that year were responsible for the remaining 85 
per cent of the stakes winners. Each percentile

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among the stakes-winning broodmares produced 
2.7 per cent of the stakes winners, and each per- 
centile among the non-stakes winners produced 
9 per cent of the stakes winners. Therefore, 
the average stakes-winning broodmare may be 
said to have produced exactly three times as 
many stakes winners as the non-stakes-winning 
broodimare. 


I have used the foal crop of 1926 for a fairly 
complete analysis. As a check on the figures 
derived therefrom, I made a less complete study 
of the stakes winners from the foal crop of 1930 
(using racing to the end of 1934 only). From 
that crop there were 134 stakes winners, from 
which may be deducted three imported horses 
and 26 horses from imported dams, leaving 105 
horses from American-bred mares. Of these 105, 
there were 16 (15 per cent) out of stakes win- 
ners. This is virtually an exact verification of 
the percentage obtained from the 1926 group. 
(Dynastic, one of the 1930-foaled stakes winners, 
was out of the good mare *Chacolet, which was 
imported but won stakes in America; for the 
sake of uniformity, I have omitted him from con- 
sideration.) 

The table given by Dr. Robertson showed that, 
while high-class race mares (not merely stakes 
winners, but exceptional performers) comprised 
less than 1 per cent of producers, they were re- 
sponsible for 10 per cent of the classic winners. 
That is, they were at least 10 times as effective 
as the other 99 per cent of mares in the pro- 
duction of classic winners. This provides the 
proof for the very sensible assumption that the 
very best race mares are the very best producers, 
no matter how close to the extremes the figures 
are taken, as long as there are enough figures 
to provide a generalization. The correlation be- 
tween racing class and producing class contin- 
ues all the way; the better the mare as a per- 
former, the greater her superiority over other 
mares as a producer. 

Let us have another look at the American 
figures. There are now 99 horses which have 
won more than $100,000 each in flat racing in 
America. Of these 99 there are 22 whose dams 
were stakes winnersy. I have no way of know- 
ing what percentage of stakes winners were in- 
cluded among the mares which have been pro- 
ducing Thoroughbreds in America through all 
the years in which these $100,000 winners were 
foaled, but we can, without any straining of 
probability, accept the 5.5 per cent obtained 
from the tally of the dams of the foals of 1926. 
On that basis, then, we assume that a group 
comprising 5.5 per cent of the producing mares 
has been responsible for 22 per cent of the horses 
which have won more than $100,000. That would 
mean the remaining 94.5 per cent of mares had 
produced the other 78 per cent of the $100,000 
horses. Each percentile in the group of stakes- 
winning mares must then be credited with hav- 
ing produced 4 per cent of the $100,000 horses; 
and each percentile of the non-stakes-winning 
meres must be credited with having produced .8 
per cent of the $100,000 horses. By dividing .8 
into 4, it will be made apparent that the average 
stakes-winning mare has been five times as ef- 
fective in producing $100,000 winners as the av- 
erage non-stakes-winning broodmare.

One last whisper. Some reader will come thus 
far, will lay down THE BLOoop-HORSE, and will 
turn to an innocent by-stander and begin: “But 
there are exceptions. .. ” 

In my book there are no exceptions. If you 
make a generalization which is incorrect for 
some of the facts, you have made the wrong 
generalization. It’s all percentage, not rules 
and exceptions. The same blanket must be made 
to cover Sarazen and Omaha. The chance of 
breeding an Omaha from a Flambino is small 
enough; the chance of breeding a Sarazen from 
a Rush Box is infinitely smaller. It is simply a 
difference of degree. If the wheel turns long 
enough it is inevitable that the Sarazen-Rush 
Box combination will come out. In the meantime 
the Flambino-Omaha combination will have been 
seen perhaps 50 times. Pay your money and 
take your choice. 


CANADA 

CANADIAN SEASON 

HIRTY-THREE meetings, held at 22 differ- 

ent tracks, made up the Canadian racing 
season of 294 days this year. Purse distribution 
totaled $1,027,150, an advance of more than $75,- 
000 over the 1934 season. Daily average distri- 
bution, however, has been going steadily down 
for six years, dropping from $5,913,25 in 1930 to 
$3,493,71 this year. The daily average in 1934 
was $3,671.23. The government's survey of the 
racing situation showed no great change from 
that of 1934. Gate receipts dropped from $574,- 
190 in 1934 to $551,571, while betting remained 
nearly stationary, the 1935 total being $20,891,- 
670, that of 1934 being $20,892,517. Dufferin 
Park, with a daily average betting of $153,154, 
lead the Canadian ovals in this respect. Thorn- 
cliffe Park, with $146,847 daily, was second, and 
Woodbine Park third, with $144,933. The lead- 
ing owner of the season was H. C. Hatch, whose 
racers won 44 races and $35,182. Second was 
J. E. Smallman, with $31,215 earned. The lead- 
ing horse was C. L. Jaques’ Joey, a 950-pound 
racer which won nine races and $9,480. George 
Alexandra, with 51 winners, was the leading 
trainer of the year. 


ARKANSAS 


OAKLAWN PARK 

HOUGH the proposed meeting at Oaklawn 

Park next spring is still well in the future, 
General Manager Joseph E. Martin announced 
December 1 that reservations for stall room had 
already begun to come in. A 30-day meeting, 
opening February 22, is planned at the Hot 
Springs track. 


CLYDE JORDAN REINSTATED 

The Arkansas State Racing Commission has 
reinstated Clyde Jordan, who was suspended by 
the Oaklawn Jockey Club during the February 
meeting of 1935. 


OHIO SUSPENSION ANNOUNCED 

At a meeting held November 25, the Ohio 
Racing Commission announced that Mrs. A. E. 
Gardner has been indefinitely suspended in con- 
nection with the use cf a battery on her horse, 
Carnival, during the meeting at Northampton. 
Her horses are also suspended, until evidence of 
a bona fide sale is presented to the commission. 
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KENTUCKY 

TAYLOR REMAINS WITH MASON 
i’ was announced last week that Tommy Taylor, 

for some time trainer of the horses owned 
by Mrs. Silas B. Mason, had been replaced by 
Willie Crump, from whom Mrs. Mason had 
bought Head Play on the morning of the Ken- 
tucky Derby of 1933. The announcement proved 
to be precipitate. Crump had a contract with 
Lucien A. Moseley, of Hopkinsville, Ky., and af- 
ter an effort to have Mrs. Mason buy the Moseley 
horses was unavailing, the contract remained in 
force. It was then announced that Taylor 
would remain in charge of the Mason string, and 
would leave soon for Santa Anita Park, with a 
group of horses headed by Head Play, which is 
being pointed for the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap. 


SHANDON FARM HORSES 

Trainer J. J. Greely, who conditions the horses 
for Shandon Farm (Nash Brothers), left De- 
cember 1 for Chicago, after spending Sunday 
at the farm. He left Chicago December 3 for 
Miami, where he will take charge of six year- 
lings which were shipped, on the same day, from 
Lexington by his son, J. J. Greely, Jr., manager 
of the Shandon Farm. The horses which will 
be raced in Florida are a brown colt by Sun 
Flag—-Playaround, bay colt by Sun Flag—Gay 
Way, bay colt by *Teddy—Superstitious, brown 
filly by *Sun Briar—Fritters, brown filly by Sun 
Flag—-Dark Hour, and a brown filly by Sun 
Flag—-Smacker. Six of the Shandon Farm 
horses which have been racing in the east were 
unloaded at Lexington December 2. These were 
Official, Naval Cadet, Evergold, Lemont, Sand- 
stone, and Cellaigh. 
DEATH OF EDWARD McRAE 

Edward Winfield McRae, 71-year-old horse- 
man, died November 24 at the home of H. A. 
Tillery, Paynes Depot, Ky., where he had made 
his home for many years. Mr. McRae, a native 
of North Carolina, came to Kentucky to work 
for August Belmont when that breeder founded 
the Nursery Stud near Lexington. Subsequently 
he was employed at James B. Haggin’s Elmen- 
dorf farm, and at H. B. Duryea’s Hickory Val- 
ley Farm in Tennessee. For the past eight 
years he had worked at Mrs. Payne Whitney’s 
Greentree Farm. He is survived by a brother, 
Rev. Cameron McRae, and a sister, Mrs. A. S. 
Hurt, of Richmond, Va. Burial was in the fam- 
ily lot at Petersburg, Va. 


BRADLEY SELLS THREE 

Two horses in training, Bay Sister, a 3-year- 
old daughter of Black Toney, and Buy Now, 
juvenile Blue Larkspur filly, were sold last week 
by Col. E. R. Bradiey to Lloyd Gentry, brother 
of Olin Gentry, manager of the Bradley farm. 
Both of the fillies will be raced next year. Colonel 
Bradley also sold the 6-year-old broodmare, 
Bottle Green, by *Chicle, in foal to Burgoo King, 
but the name of the buyer was not disclosed. 


WHITNEY HORSES ARRIVE 

Nine horses owned by C. V. Whitney un- 
loaded at the Whitney Farm, Lexington, Decem- 
ber 2, including Roustabout, Rough Diamond, 
Tony’s Wife, Two Bob, Tatterdemalion, Forced 
Landing, Frumpery, Motto, and Piccolo. Bright 
Plumage and Hollyhock were sent direct to 
Miami from Maryland, where they will be joined 


by a string of 13 which Jack Healey is taking 
south on December 8. These include High Glee, 
Sassafras, Microbe, Singers Folly, Hexie, Miss 
Otis, and Flavor, and six yearlings. Trainer T. J. 
Healey will arrive at the Whitney farm De- 
cember 5. 


SHIPMENTS TO CALIFORNIA 


Two cars of horses left Lexington November

privately by A. B. Hancock for Perkins and Mrs. 
William Van Antwerp after the Saratoga sales 
last August, will stand at the Perkins ranch in 
California next season.

MARYLAND 


BOWIE CLOSES 


ACING in Maryland came to a close with

Poor weather during the closing days was 
unable to keep attendance down at the Maryland 
oval, and betting showed a strong increase to 
offset a previous failure to reach last year’s fig- 
ure. On Thanksgiving Day, though rain fell 
during the entire program, $482,807 was wagered, 
as compared to $418,978 in 1934. The $405,636 
which was wagered on closing day brought the 
average turnover for the meeting to $266,355 
a gain of about five per cent over the 1934 fall 
meeting. 

The increase at Bowie was reflected at all of 
Maryland's four major ovals this year, and by 
three of the four half-mile ovals. Betting at 
major Maryland tracks this year totaled $27,- 
200,977, an increase of $1,892,990 over that of 
1934. According to figures compiled by Russell 
Oakes, of the Baltimore Evening Sun, the great- 
est gain was registered at Havre de Grace, 
where the mutuel turnover increased from 
$5,977,416 to $6,687,329, an increase of $709,913, 
or 11.8 per cent. Laurel Park, where the turn- 
over rose from $5,566,149 in 1934 to $6,134,470 
this year, showed a gain of $568,321, or 10.2 per 
cent. The turnover at Bowie in 1934 was $6,185,- 
732, while that of 1935 was $6,486,495, an in- 
crease of $290,762, or slightly less than five per 
cent. Pimlico’s 1934 meeting produced a total 
of $7,578,500 wagered, as compared with this 
year’s figure of $7,892,683, giving a gain of 
$314,183, or 4.1 per cent. The state’s revenue 
for the year will be about $272,453.41 from bet- 
ting, of which it takes one per cent. The $6,000 
daily license fee will bring this to about $900,000 
for the year. The state revenue for 1934 was 
$872,758.57. 


PIMLICO OFFICERS RE-ELECTED 

At an annual meeting of the Maryland Jockey 
Club at Pimlico December 2, all officers and di- 
rectors of the club were re-elected, and J. W. Y. 
Martin was added to the directorate. Officers 
for the year are: Charles McLane, president; 
Robert J. Walden, vice-president; M. L. Daiger, 
secretary and general manager; Francis C. 
Riggs, treasurer; and Frank J. Bryan, racing 
secretary. No announcement of purses and 
dates for the 1936 season will be made until the 
executive committee has reported. 


TWEEDLEDEE WINS IN STRETCH 

Even with the top impost of 128 pounds, Mrs. 
William Deering Howe's Only One seemed an 
easy choice for the Thanksgiving Handicap 
($2,500 added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles) at Bowie 
November 28, with four of the lesser lights of 
the 3-year-old group opposing him. The Lucul- 
lite colt, however, was making his twenty-third 
start of the year, and his long campaign, which 
brought him against Discovery, Sation, and the 
like, was apparently beginning to tell, for he 
tired after a bold rush on the last turn which 
carried him to second place, fell back to finish 
fourth. R. S. Clark’s Malbrouk (3-y-o, 107) 
went to the front at the start, but yielded after 
a half-mile to A. G. Vanderbilt’s Purple Knight 
(3-y-o, 112). From fourth place, Alfred Rob- 
ertson now brought Mrs. Marian du Pont (Mrs. 
Thomas H.) Somerville’s Tweedledee into con- 


tention, and as Only One’s rush lost its fire, the 
*Twink colt raced up to second place. At the 
eighth-pole he was still a length and a half be- 
hind the Vanderbilt racer, but he never shortened 
stride, got up a few yards from the finish, and 
won by a half-length. Third, two lengths behind 
Purple Knight, Malbrouk took third place from 
Only One by a neck. Six lengths farther back 
came the only other starter, Official (3-y-o, 112), 
outrun throughout.

As Jockey Clayton Phillips, driving Chimney 
Top furiously in the stretch at Bowie November 
30, seemed about to catch the leading Billowy 
Wave, the saddle of his mount slipped, swung 
down around the horse’s barrel. Phillips, acro- 
batically clinging to Chimney Top’s neck and 
mane, brought his mount in second, in a finish 
which had two heads between first and third. 


DIOMED’S DESTINATION 


A point that never has been cleared up is 
whether Diomed, winner of the first English 
Derby (1780) was exported to America or 
Russia. Each country claimed, and still claims 
his possession. The Russian case is that Count 
Mouravieff bought him in 1799 for 25,000 roubles. 
On the other hand, American authorities assert 
that Diomed was sold by Sir Charles Bunbury 
(who bred him and whose property he was when 
successful in the Derby) to an American breeder 
for 50 guineas, because Diomed begot restive, 
obstinate stock which were disliked. 

Further, it is stated by American Turf his- 
torians that when Diomed had been landed in 
U. S. A. Colonel John Hoomes, of Virginia, gave 
his importer 1,000 guineas for him. The Stallion 
is said to have been located in Virginia, to have 
achieved an outstanding stud success (in fact, 
to have founded a dynasty), and to have sur- 
vived to his thirty-first year. He was 21 years 
old when sent out of England. 

However, even if Diomed did not go to Russia 
but to America, there were brought to the former 
country many other English winners of classic 
races, among them the following:

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CALIFORNIA 


BAY MEADOWS PROSPERS 


T William P. Kyne’s Bay Meadows track, 

where a successful meeting was held last 
fall on a pari-mutuel handle which averaged 
slightly more than $100,000 daily, the returns 
from the first nine days (including November 
28) of the current session will go far to make 
the management contented with the rule of the 
California Horse Racing Board. Steady insist- 
ence on policies directed to putting the sport on 
as high a plane as possible, such as outlawing 
the free gate, probably cost both Tanforan and 
Bay Meadows some patrons last year, as San 
Francisco race-goers had grown used to a dif- 
ferent standard. Effects of the policy this year 
became plain. Tanforan closed with a very suc- 
cessful meeting this fall, and the Bay Meadows 
turnover, for the first nine days, averaged 
$135,700. The meeting is apparently gaining 
steadily, and with football more or less out of 
the picture, may be expected to increase during 
the remaining days. Tne highest single day was 
of course Thanksgiving, when $198,785 was 
wagered, but even without this day, the venture 
is well ahead of the 1934 one, when the first 13 
days averaged only about $90,000. Since the 
San Francisco area is not new racing territory, 
growth rather than novelty is evidently behind 
the increases there. 

The chief event of the week was the California 
Homebred Stakes, with $5,000 added, run on 
November 30. Two stakes featured the Thanks- 
giving Day racing, but California breeders were 
naturally more interested in the race for Cali- 
fornia-bred 2-year-old colts and geldings. The 
winner was Plunge Home, a son of Bon Homme, 
and an account of his race is published below. 
The third of the series for California-breds, the 
California Breeders’ Champion Stakes, with 
$10,000 added, is open to 2-year-old colts, geld- 
ings, and fillies, and will be run at Santa Anita 
on December 31. 


LADY BOWMAN’S BERESFORD HANDICAP 
Though the Beresford Handicap ($1,500 added, 
all ages, six furlongs), the secondary feature at 
Bay Meadows November 28, was open to horses 
of all ages, only 3-year-olds accepted, and eight 
of these went to post. The favorite was Nor- 
man W. Church’s Toro Nancy, (120), but the 
filly, for the second time during the current 
meeting, proved a_ disappointment, finishing 
fifth. After Alexander Pantages’ Lois Pan (108) 
found the psce too swift in the first three fur- 
longs, Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Our Mae (109) went

PLUNGE HOME sU ‘RPRISES

The number, one 
more than was named last year, may be further 
augmented by nominations which were in the 
mails but had not been received at the California 
track on closing date. All postmarked before 
midnight, December 2, will be accepted. Pending 
possible other entries, the list was not announced, 
but it was definitely known that Discovery, 
“Azucar, Ladysman, Top Row, and Time Supply, 
were among those named. *Flamenco is also 
counted certain. Weights will be announced 
December 18, and it was made public that limits 
had been set up which would place all weights 
between 100 and 130 pounds. Equipoise, top- 
weight of last year’s running, carried 130 pounds, 
and weights scaled down to 100. *Azucar, with 
117 pounds, was last year’s winner. 

In addition to the $100,000 purse, a total of 
$12,500 will be given to trainers and jockeys of 


the first and second horses to finish. Thirty of 
the nominees, including Ladysman and Top Row, 
were reported already training at Santa Anita 
Park.

BELMONT PARK 


OW boarded up for the winter, and with the 
main course and the Widener straightaway 
covered with straw, Belmont Park is planning a 
new feature for next year in the construction 
of a walking ring in the paddock. The ring, 
which will be 250 feet long and 125 feet wide, 
will be covered with peat moss, and horsemen 
will be requested to walk their charges, after 
saddling them. The present saddling paddock 
used in bad weather will be retained, but will 
be fenced in, preventing patrons from approach- 
ing horses too closely during the saddling. The 
present practice of saddling under the trees in 
good weather will not be affected. 
The outer third of the training track has been 
left uncovered, for the use of horsemen who 
wish to train over it inset the winter. 


HENRY McDANIEL RESIGNS 


In November, 1933, Henry McDaniel became 
head trainer for the stable of Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer for the third time. Last week, his two-year 
contract ended, Mr. McDaniel announced that he 
had severed his connection with the Kilmer sta- 
ble. He returned to his home in Garden City, 
Long Island. His plans for the future, said 
Daily Racing Form, are indefinite. 

For several months Mr. McDaniel has been 
saying to friends that he expected to retire from 
active training at the end of this_ season. 
Whether he still plans to do so THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is not informed. His training record on the Turf 
certainly shows little left undone. In the years 
since 1907, he has sent out the winners of 947 
races and $1,743,676. His record actually goes 
farther back than the year mentioned, but com- 
plete statistics are not available earlier. In 
1894 he sent out E. J. (Lucky) Baldwin’s Rey 
el Santa Anita to defeat the great Domino for 
the first time in the career of the “Black Whirl- 
wind.” His first training assignment was still 
earlier, when, in 1883, as a boy of 16, he took 
over two horses for M. E. Clark, of Louisville. 
He later conditioned horses for Commander J. K. 
L. Ross, Gifford A. Cochran, and J. E. Widener, 
his charges including such stars as *Sun Briar, 
Exterminator, Flying Heels, Hurryoff, and 
others. 

His 52-year connection with the Turf has been 
as honorable as it was long, and should he per- 
sist in his determination to leave active training, 
he will carry with him into retirement the es- 
teem and best wishes of the racing world. 


CHANGES PLANNED AT AQUEDUCT 

Two successful meetings at Aqueduct this 
year have caused directors of the Queens Coun- 
ty Jockey Club to approve plans for enlarging 
the capacity of the plant, and for improving the 
quality of racing at that track. A new section, 
150 feet long, will be added to the present grand- 
stand, giving accommodation to 1,000 more per- 
sons. Four or five stakes will be added to the 
program for the summer meetings, though no 
definite announcement has been made on this 
point. The new events will be revivals of stakes 
which had been discontinued, 
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TEXAS 


EPSOM DOWNS 


NDIAN summer weather at Houston made the 

week a successful one for the Epsom Downs 
meeting, which on November 30 had reached the 
seventh day of a 21-day session. On Thanksgiv- 
ing day a crowd estimated at 15,000 was out, 
though no stakes feature was offered. The 
principal event of the day, a handicap purse of 
$1,000, was won by Milky Way Farms Stable’s 
Doran, a bay son of Leonardo II—*Ann Earn, 
which was a $900 yearling at Saratoga last year. 
The betting favorite, Highomar, was in close 
quarters throughout, was blocked in the last 
eighth, and the winner was a fourth choice. Not 
a favorite surceeded during the day. 

On Saturday, November 30, another inexpen- 
sive Saratoga yearling was a sensation. Sir 
Emerson, for which Valdina Farm, Stable had 
paid $400 at the 1934 Saratoga yearling sales, 
upset the field in the featured Hussion Memorial 
Handicap. The only juvenile in the field, he 
proved the first 2-year-old of the year to win a 
stakes open to older horses, running in front all 
the way. Other events on the card were claim- 
ing races, for prices ranging from $1,000 to 
$1,800. The Houston meeting will close on De- 
cember 17, after which racing in Texas will 
have an intermission until January 1, when 
Alama Downs, at San Antonio, will begin a 46- 
day meeting. Texas merchants have complained 
that racing during the pre-Christmas rush cuts 
their sales considerably; hence the season was 
left open for the week before the holiday season. 
SIR EMERSON SURPRISES 

Texas stakes, as has been previously noted, 
have been going to outsiders with something 
like regularity this fall, only three favorites win- 
ning in 16 stakes, but the most startling upset 
came November 30, at Houston, in the E. J. Hus- 
sion Memorial Handicap ($5,000 added, all ages, 
1 1-16 miles). Among the 10 entries was one 2- 
year-old, Sir Emerson (92), owned by the 
Valdina Farms of E. F. Woodward. Though un- 
placed but once in seven previous starts, Sir 
Emerson was held as a complete outsider, 
closed at more than 40 to 1 in the wagering.

Emerson shot to the front, opened up a good 
lead, and lasted under strong pressure in the 
stretch to win by a length and a half from A. 
G. Tarn’s Martin Barton (104). A winner at 
every post, Sir Emerson ran the distance only 
four-fifths of a second slower than the track 
record which Sarada, as a 3-year-old, set in 1933. 
Martin Barton, second throughout except for the 
first quarter, was three and a half lengths in 
front of Lone Star Stable’s Rip Van Winkle 
(112), with Corsicana Stable’s Wacoche (98) 
fourth, a neck farther back. The others, none 
of them contenders after the first half-mile, were 
Our Count (120), Prince Torch (112), South 


Gallant (3-y-o, 100), Sarada (108), 
(3-y-o, 102), and The Darb (110). Time, :2335, 
748, 1:1236, 1:3845, 1:45%4, track fast.

BOSWELL 


A big and really nice colt who should have a 
successful future is Boswell, the easy winner of 
the Hurst Two-Year-Old Stakes on Saturday for 
his breeder, that extremely popular American 
Mr. William Woodward. Boswell, although still 
little more than a backward baby, with a fine 
frame and perfect balance, had run well in each 
of his two previous races, and, foaled on April 
22nd, 1933, he is a bay colt by the 1930 Ascot 
Gold Cup winner, Bosworth, out of Flying Gal 
II, a sister to Flying Spear II, by Sir Gallahad 
III from Filante (1916-—-dam of Fresh Fox) by 
famous Sardanapale out of High Flyer by the 
Triple Crown hero Flying Fox from Altesse (dam 
of Hapsburg), so, coming of the No. 20 family, 
Boswell is indeed well bred. Flying Gal II and 
her big brother, who would have been a very

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FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK 


IW winter racing is in the offing, and when 

winter racing is discussed, Hialeah Park 
comes into the picture. This Florida track took 
the first step in bringing winter racing out of its 
low estate and putting it on the plane with all 
the best in the sport. Nor did the Hialeah man- 
agement stop with the initial step, but has be- 
come a leader in all movements for the contin- 
ued uplift of racing. Through Joseph E. Widener, 
Florida was the first State in the Union to give 
a serious thought to the elimination of stimulat- 
ing race horses, the first to introduce the total- 
lizator to mutuel betting, the first to establish 
a walking ring for horses, where after being 
saddled in the paddock stalls, they may parade, 
giving the public the chance to see starters indi- 
vidually. 

After giving the country its most beautiful 
race course, as far as accommodations and envir- 
onment go, particular attention has been given 
to the track proper. Generally speaking, the 
soil of Florida is not well suited for track sur- 
facing. At considerable expense, many different 
schemes have been tried to neutralize the adobe- 
like soil and bring it to something like a good 
surface for the intended use. Ed Burch, secre- 
tary-treasurer and militant manager of Hialeah 
Park, who was in New York for the Futurity, 
tells me that it is a practical certainty that the 
track surface problem has been solved and that 
horsemen will find the footing satisfactory and 
ready for horses by November 15. Another large 
barn is being built to take care of the demand 
for stalls, a bougainvillea hedge with a rope 
effect has been installed as an inside rail for the 
turf course. New decorations for grandstand 
and club house, designed to give the most effici- 
ent light effects, and a handball court for jockeys 
are other improvements now occupying the 
attention of the busy Mr. Burch. 


E. C. 
HAYM AKER w INS CARCASS” 

At Bowie on November 27, L. (Sport) Hay- 
maker and Leonard Leipman threw dice to de- 
termine which should have Wedge Lad, 2-year- 
old gelding for which both had entered a $1,500 
claim.

FAIR GROUNDS OPENS 


BOUT 15,000 persons came out to see the 

opening of a 99-day meeting at the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds on Thanksgiving Day. A 
$1,500 handicap featured the opening day’s rac- 
ing, and the event went unexpectedly to Fire 
Advance, a 3-year-old owned by the New Orleans 
turfman S. J. Molay. Biff, owned by Frank 
Ianni, was favorite for this race, and also for 
the Baton Rouge Handicap, a $1,000 purse which 
was the feature of the first Saturday, November 
30. Biff disappointed again, finishing fourth, 
behind E. Sigman’s The Pelican, B. Hernandez’s 
Indiantown, and C. Troutt’s Lady Federal. The 
crowd was estimated at 5,000, as the Tulane— 
Louisiana State University football game was 
a strong counter-attraction. Betting was re- 
ported to be brisk, but, as is the custom at 
tracks controlled by Joseph Cattarinich, no fig- 
ures were released. 


MOSE GOLDBLATT IMPROVES 


Mose Goldblatt, Cincinnati Turf figure, and 
owner of a stable of racers was suddenly strick- 
en with appendicitis while in his suite at the 
Roosevelt Hotel, New Orleans, and underwent 
an emergency operation on November 26. Dr. 
Joseph Menendez, who performed the appendec- 
tomy, said next day that his patient’s chances 
for recovery were good. 


NEBRASKA 
BETTING HELPS 
EVELOPMENT of agriculture and the live- 
stock industry is being aided by the legalized 
wagering in Nebraska, according to a statement 
of J. B. Watkins, chairman of the Racing Com- 
mission. Eighty-one of the state’s 93 counties, 
he said, received $299.15 during 1934 to aid with 
fairs and 4-H shows. All expenses of the Rac- 
ing Commission have been met, and a $5,000 op- 
erating fund set aside. The first year of legal 
racing brought the state a revenue of $28,868,10, 
of which all but $1,500 came from the Ak-Sar- 
Ben meeting at Omaha last spring.

Friday Night, brother to Australian's great 
Phar Lap, having failed as a racer because of 
training difficulties, has broken down and been 
retired to the stud. 


John Hay Whitney’s Night Owl, winner of the 
John Porter Stakes this year in England, has 
been turned over to Jack Anthony to be trained 
for competition under National Hunt rules. 


Caliente, winner of the Mitchelson Cup, most 
important handicap of the Auckland (New 
Zealand) Racing Club’s spring meeting, is a 6- 
year-old mare by Polazel (by Polymelus) out of 
Fortune’s Wheel (sister to Phar Lap and *Nea 
Lap), by Night Raid out of Entreaty. 

Lord Glanely’s Emborough, winners of the 
Liverpool Autumn Cup, one mile, two furlongs, 
170 yards, is a 3-year-old chestnut colt by Gains- 
borough out of Embarras de Richesse, by Phal- 
aris, out of Enrichment, by Tracery out of Tilly- 
whim, dam of *Monk’s Way. Emborough was 
ridden by the 15-year-old Walter Wing, whose 
fifth winner he was. 

Joe Childs rode his first winner 35 years ago. 
For the last 12 years he has been first jockey 
to the King of England, and with the beginning 
of next season he will be succeeded in that 
capacity by another veteran, Fred Fox. Childs’ 
last ride for the royal stable was on Lord Hare- 
wood’s Kidderminster in a maiden plate at 
Derby November 15. He won at 33 to 1. 

Sir Abe Bailey, South African magnate, is 
selling 21 broodmares and 16 horses in training 
at the Newmarket December sales, including the 
good mare Doreen Jane, but will still have 53 
horses left to train for next year’s campaign. 
In answer to a newspaper’s question he said: 
“I am certainly not retiring from racing, es- 
pecially after my successes this season. I am 
now second on the winning owners’ list. For 
several years I have been first in the losing 
owners.”

CHARLES TOWN OPENS 

TTENDANCE on opening day at Charles 

Town, where a 12-day meeting opened over 
the six-furlong oval December 2, was cut sharply 
by freezing weather, and only about 1,500 patrons 
were present for the running of the seven races 
which made up the card. Horses at the West 
Virginia track are largely those which ran at 
Narragansett Park and Maryland tracks in the 
cheaper claiming divisions, and most of them are 
running from claiming prices considerable lower 
than those at which they ran at the larger 
track. The principal race of opening day was a 
seven-furlong allowance affair, and was won by 
the favorite, Mrs. J. B. Bond's Jinnee, which ran 
off from the field, finishing three lengths in 
front of Miss E. Hayman’s Dona Dulcin. 


NONTUS HORSES 

Six horses of the Nonius breed were in a 
shipment of livestock recently imported from 
Hungary by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Two stallions and four mares made 
up the group. The Nonius is a general purpose 
type. They are black or bay, and measure about 
16 hands. The name of the breed comes from 
that of a stallion foaled in 1810. His sire was an 
English stallion and the dam of a Normandy 
mare having considerable Norfolk Trotter blood. 
In 1815 the stallion Nonius was taken over by 
the Austro-Hungarian army and bred to mares 
of “28 different breeds,” according to a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture press release. The descend- 
ants of Nonius were divided into large and small 
strains, with emphasis on the latter. There is 
considerable variability in conformation. The 
gait is elastic and high. A characteristic of the 
breed is the blunt nose. 


DEAD DRIVER WEIGHED IN 

Rumania’s veteran jockey, Marzinco, who was 
over 70 years old, dropped dead on the Floreasca 
Race course at Bucharest as his trotter passed 
the winning post, winning by a short head. 

Marzinco gave a nod of the head as he realized 
his horse had won, and then fell dead from the 
sulky. 

A general riot followed. The authorities ob- 
jected to weighing the dead body, and holders 
of winning tickets, fearing they would not be 
paid, rushed the paying booths. 

The situation became ugly, and the officials 
decided to proceed with the weighing-in, and 
peace was restored.—-Reuter dispatch in London 
Sporting Life.

Resolutions in praise of the late E. J. Hussion 
were drawn up at a meeting of the Texas Breed- 
ers and Racing Association at Houston Novem- 
ber 30. 

M. J. (Irish) Burns, veteran horseman, was 
found dead November 27, in a Baltimore rail- 
road terminal. He was well known in Maryland 
racing circles. 

Four of Hialeah Park’s principal stakes close 
December 9. These are the Florida Derby, 
Widener Challenge Cup, and the two divisions 
of the Nursery Handicap. 

Jockey G. McCormack, out of the saddle for 
several years, began a come-back at New Ovleans 
December 2, when he rode Registerite, which 
finished sixth, in the second race there. 


There were hints of a strike at Bay Meadows 
last week, by horsemen who wanted daily sprint 
races for horses which Oscar Otis, of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, classified as lion-meat.

Mr. and Mrs. Clyde Van Dusen have gone to 
French Lick Springs, where they will remain 
until the early part of December, when Trainer 
Van Dusen will return to Lexington to take 
charge of the Dixiana horses. 

Norris (Hardboot) Royden, Daily Racing Form 
correspondent, who has been hearing a few jeer- 
ing comments from brother sports writers on ob- 
taining $25 for a broodmare at the Lexington Fall 
Saies, will leave soon for Santa Anita Park. 

Walter E. O’Hara has taken an option on the 
old Benning race track property in Washington, 
D. C., and has said he will purchase the land 
if Congress, at its next session, legalizes pari- 
mutuel betting in the District of Columbia. 

C. Morton, trainer for H. Herendeen, now at 
New Orleans, suffered a fractured right leg No- 
vember 28, when kicked by Paplay while at- 
tempting to saddle the juvenile for the second 
race. He was later reported to be resting well. 

Linden Tree, which won the San Mateo Handi- 
cap at Bay Meadows November 23, was the 
famous “build-up” horse on which Baron Long 
made a betting coup at Agua Caliente some years 
ago, the race leading to Long’s suspension from 
the Turf. 

A. A. Baroni’s recent statement that Top Row 
would not have a chance against Discovery unless 
he enjoyed a big pull in the weights, was loudly 
cheered by those who forgot that Top Row will 
probably have to go against Discovery in the 
Santa Anita Handicap. 
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STATISTICS 


The New York State Racing Commission’s 
statistics of the gate, gross receipts and tax 
on all meetings from Jamaica in the spring 
through Belmont Park in the fall, seem to 
solicit credence for the theory that Belmont 
Park in 1936 will split Aqueduct and Jamaica in 
the fall, instead of following both meetings. The 
Westchester Racing Association’s late season 
meeting of a dozen days was the only one that 
dic not show an increased attendance over a 
Similar period in 1934. John Coakley, of the 
Belmont organization, ascribes this to the loss 
of the Labor Day date. Inconsistent as it may 
at first appear, while Belmont’s attendance was 
80,542 by comparison with 86,610 in 1934, its 
receipts were $206,125.02, as against $200,769.32 
last year. This is partially explained by the 
fact that last fall the general admission fee was 
$2, including tax, for men and women, while 
this fall, it was $1.75 for women, $2.50 for men. 
There was also an increase over last year in the 
enclosure attendance. With the returns from 
Empire City, it is expected the total revenue 
to the State will exceed that of 1934 by about 
$50,000 or a total of approximately $337,000, 
which is good, but well below the $500,000 an- 
nually predicted by proponents of the Crawford 
Act in the Legislature. The biggest gain was 
at Aqueduct, where the summer meeting pro- 
duced a total attendance of 149,117 as against 
109,446 in the summer of 1934. Oud ROSEBUD.
